Unolk Sam's experts have devised a new 
sort of Treasury and bank notes.

|t isn't fiapablicair i>aper8 alone that are ex- 
j>osing the corrupt state of affairs in Breathitt 
et>unty — the county where Democracy and as- 
sassination go hand in hand, and where official 
thievery flourishes like a green bay tree. One 
of the late developm«its there is a series of 
gigantic land swindles, in which the Demo- 
cratic county officials were "up to their eyes" 
in the graft, and which is thus treated by a

from these swindled atrangen in the form of fraudulent 
taxes, false fees and pretended sarreye. This swindle 
was known and exposed by at least one firm of lawyers 
in that county; and yet no official took any step to bring 
the delin(iueut!< to trial and justice. Neither the t^heriH 
whose Deputy whs collei'ting these pretended taxes, the 
Clerk whose Deputy was coilectiiiK ilu'se dislionest fees, 
the County Judge, the County Attoruey or the Circuit 
Judge or the Qrand Jury took any cognizance of these 
numerous and infamous crimes. It is barely possible 
but hardly credible that they were not known. The un- 
usual and peculiar mail did not arrest the attention of 
the postal service; the numerous drafto or postal orders 
created no suspicion or inquiry by the Banks or (be Postal 
Department. The fraud went on snccesefnlly tor months 
or longer; and ^mt for the murder ot Mr. MAacUM and 
the aroused public attention it is probable no one would 
have dared to make an invcstigHtiou. We know not 
wliiit possible explanation or excuse has been or can be 
niixlt' by the judicial and other officers ot that county 
for their silence if not their connivance. 

"The fraudulent use of the mails can bepaniahed by 
the Federal jadicial authorities and it is to be presumed 
that Jndge Cochran and Judge Tinslby will see to it 
that a rigorous investigation be made by the Federal 
Grand Jury; and a careful investigation will be made by 
the I'nited States Inspectors. 

"This fraud ik of untold injury tii Kentucky and to 
every enterprise for the ilt vclnprncat of the mountain 
liindMof the state. Capitalists— especially small investors 

iiiHv well decline to buy any Kentucky lands when such 
frauds go not only unpunished but without investigation. 
Crimea go in shoals; a community wbo encourages law- 
lesaneaa and tails to punish (he lawbreaker sufiers from 
every conceivable form ot lawlessness. The 'blind 
tigers' flourish where murder is committed with im- 
]>unity; perjury and bribery are intimate associates; 
frauds follow fast; public funds are eithiT wasted or 
stolen; and life, property and rights are without protec- 
tion."
